THE GAS SCANDAL IN PHILADELPHIA. 


The action of the Philadelphia city councils in passing a resolution granting to the United Gas Improvement 
company & franchise for seventy-five years hes excited the Quaker City uiore than anything In many years. 
Weaver ls expected to yeto the mensure, but that will be a mere formality, os the members favoring the ftran- 
chise have many niore than enough votes to repuss the measure over his veto. The eity owns the gas works, which 
are now leased to the company for thirty years, with a proyiso that at the end of ten years (which will expire In 
1007) the ‘city shall haye the right to terminate the contract by paying for the Improvements which have been 
made, By the new arrangement, however, the city will be unable to do anything toward recovering Its plant until

The action of the mayor is the all- 
engros#ing tople of conversation In the 
city. it fs safe to say thal no such po- 
Utica! sensation hay been sprung here 
in the tat 2 years, Now that the 
mayor has declared war on. the Re- 
publican, organization feafers who 
Pluced hin in office, tt is expected that 
& bitter fight will be waged during the 
remaining two years of hie term. In- 
cluding poltcémen and — firemen there 
are upwards of 20,000 oftceholders in 
Philadetphia and practically alt of them 
are at the mercy of the mayor.

The baroness witnessed 
the coronation of two of théses, Victoria 
ang Edward, 

The baroness’ mind fe as clear and 
strong as ever, and she has yet a will 
of her own. While she was single she 
rectlved more offers of marringe thy 
any other woman tn modern times, 
though if our own Helen Gould Itves 
long enough she will furnish a good 
second. The Lady Burdott-Couttr 
mind seemed wholly bent on phiian- 
thropy—spending her millions to help 
the poor—when suddenly at the age of 
sixty-neven she “up” and married Wil- 
Mam Ashmeat Bartlett, aged thirty. 
Eyer «ince thelr marriage Mr, Bartiott, 
who took the name of Hurdett-Coutts. 
has managed her vast philunthropte «n- 
terprises for her. He was her secre- 
tary, faithful steward and devoted 
friend, adding the title of husband tn 
1g81, The young husband has saved 
the baroneas no ent 6f trouble, work 
and annoyance, At the time of the 
marriage the baronexs settied $40,000 a 
year on Mr, Bartetl 

It is ikely ahe draws her splendid vi- 
tality anti common sense from her 
Grandmother Betty, thy beautiful 
hotixemald of Thomas Coutts, whom he 
mrried. Betty Coutts had three daugh- 
ters, one of whom was the mother of 
the present baroness. The Burdett- 
Coutts millions are from the estate of 
Thomas. Coutts. 

The English people did not jtke tt 
when the baroness married Mr. Bart- 
lett, though what concern It was of 
theirs: is hard to see. In pplte of her 
Immense benefactions and kindness to 
all who were in need, the British public 
wan for a time put out with Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts, but the Britian public 
got over it. Mr, Burdett-Coutts enter- 
ed politica, Once be was making a 
speech In which he attacked Gladstone 
bitterly, calling the great statesman 
“an ol woman.” Inkuintly a man in 
the mudience rose and said tn 4 loud 
Yoloe that he thought the speaker ought 
to be the very last man fn the world to 
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fy) this natural and un 
Conscious greatness she ntioned 
among others, ‘Hlizabeth Cady Stantor 
and Susan H. Anthony, Miss Anthony 
elghty-tlve yeare olf, Ie uw intensoly 
alive on the woman quéelon aa ahr 
wa when In 1869 he and Mra, Stantor 
together orguniaed the National Wo- 
man Suffrage association.
